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DETAILED ACTION 
The amendment dated 2-5-07 has induced a Restriction requirement 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 8 and 10-12, drawn to a mapping apparatus, classified in class 
606, subclass 32. 

II. Claims 25 and 27, drawn to a method for mapping out endoluminal gastric 
reduction using suction, classified in class 128, subclass 898. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 
806.05(g)). In this case the apparatus can be used for any luminal RF procedure 
including ablation. A suitable rejection would need neither to disclose/suggest mapping, 
suction or endoluminal gastrointestinal surgery. The method, on the other hand, is 
specific for mapping out endoluminal gastric reduction using suction. 
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Consistent with this Restriction requirement: 



35 l/.S.C. 121 Divisional applications 

If two or more independent and distinct inventions are claimed in one application, the Director 
may require the application to be restricted to one of the inventions. If the other invention is 
made the subject of a divisional application which complies with the requirements of section 120 of 
this title it shall be entitled to the benefit of the filing date of the original application. A patent issuing 
on an application with respect to which a requirement for restriction under this section has been 
made, or on an application filed as a result of such a requirement, shall not be used as a reference 
either in the Patent and Trademark Office or in the courts against a divisional application or against 
the original application or any patent issued on either of them, if the divisional application is filed 
before the issuance of the patent on the other application.

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
